While the grand total of ore 
moved through Escanaba this 
year was only 
about 
32,000

ord year of 1960, it was better 
than a half million tons over 
last year. 


The 1965 total was 6,064,765 
ton* in 426 boats.

Efccanaba receives ore from 
both the Marquette and Me- 
noniinee iron ranges, and in­ 
cludes both natural ore and the 
ever-increasing volume of pel­ 
let i/ed or beneficiated ore pro­ 
cessed from low grade ore to 
increase the iron content. The 
last train of ore 
was 
pellets 
from the Groveiand mine near 
Iron Mountain. 


McMillan reported that this 
year there was almost exactly 
half natural and half pellet ore 
received at Escanaba. 


“The volume of pellet ore 
will be higher next year for 
sure." the dock agent said.

Marines Fire 
Back In Break 
In Yule Truce 


SAIGON. South Vietnam <AP> 
— A U.S. Marine company 
came under heavy small arms 
and mortar fire today, almost 
eight hours after the stnrt of a 
46-hour Christmas truce. A mili­ 
tary 
spokesman 
said 
tha 
Marines replied with artillery 
fire. 


The clash was the most signif­ 
icant reported so far during tha 
truce period. 


A spokesman in Saigon mili­ 
tary headquarters 'declined to 
describe it immediately as a 
major violation of the cease­ 
fire, but said it seemed to be of 
considerable importance. 


There were a number of other 
incidents that marred the first 
day of the truce. 


An official U.S. spokesman 
reported earlier there had been 
seven instances of small arms 
firing during the day. but nei­ 
ther he nor a spokesman for the 
South 
Vietnamese 
military 
headquarters classified them as 
truce violations. 


The cease-fire will remain in 
effect until 7 a.m., Vietnam 
time Monday — 6 p.m. EST 
Sunday. It is the first of three 
truce periods. Another 46-hour 
cease-fire 
is 
scheduled 
next 
w'eekend over the New Year's 
holiday, to be followed by a 
four-day truce in February dur­ 
ing the Vietnamese observance 
of Tet, the lunar New Year. 


In observance of the Christ­ 
mas truce, no American bomb­ 
ers flew against North1 Vietnam 
and 7th Fleet warships held 
their fire against coastal traffic 
in the Gulf of Tonkin us well as 
along 
the South 
Vietnamese 
coast.

Clergy Blasts Ratty Relief 
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CLEVELAND, Ohio <AP) — 
It’s the season when church 
people collect 
gifts 
for

needy, sing carols and expound 
peace and good will. 


But in this morning’s newspa­ 
per, Clevelanders were greeted 
with a full-page advertisement 
topped by a life-size picture of a 
rat 
and a 
caption: 
“Merry 
Christmas, kids.” It was spon­ 
sored by the Council of Church­ 
es of Greater Cleveland. 


“You were expecting maybe 
reindeer?” the ad goes on to 
chide the jarred reader, adding: 
“In some sections of Cleveland, 
rats are very in this year. Near­ 
ly every kid has one. Sometimes 
two.** 


The advertisement is the third 
in a series begun at Thanks­ 
giving by the church council, 
which embraces 12 Protestant 
denominations and 400 church 
congregations. 


The copy, prepared without 
fee by an advertising agency, 
admittedly is designed to give 
the Cleveland public the shock 
treatment that would trigger a

flood of letters to Gov. James A.

The 
first 
advertisement 
showed a can of dog food on a 
dinner table and was captioned: 
‘Thanksgiving special: 36 cent« 
a pound.”

headed: “Let 'em starve.” 


“This developed after four 
years of attempting to change 
the standards of public welfare 
by talking and having very nice 
meetings,”

director of the metropolitan af­ 
fairs commission of the church 
council. 


“Somehow we have to get the 
message to the people.” the 
Rev. Mr. Rawlings went on. 
“There are 150,000 children in 
Ohio on starvation diet ” 


All three advertisements em­ 
phasize that Ohio is the fourth 
wealthiest 
state

property valuation, fifth in par- 


sonal income, third in manufac­ 
turing and 30th in aid to needy 
families. 


Every Ohio child on public 
assistance gets 73 cents a day 
“whether they deserve 
it or 
not.” the advertisements say 
“This explains wrhy Cleveland is 
great for most rats; bad for 
some people.” 


The ads aie bringing some 
protests that sponsoring church­ 
es have overstepped the bounds 
of good taste. 


Welfare payments in Ohio are 
based on 78 per cent of the 1U59 
minimum subsistence standard, 
state welfare officials say.

Pilfering In 
Stores Costs 
Them Billions 


With a boost from Christmas, 
stores and businentes are ex ­ 
pected to rack up a record $3 
to $4 billion for 1966 — not 
sales, but losses. 


That's the price tag put on 
employe pilferins and amateur 
shoplifting. The latter is the 
nation’s fastest growing form of 
larceny and should ac'count for 
a third of the total figui*e. says 
the famil.v economics bureau o f, 
Northwestern National Life In­ 
surance Co. 


The average theft of 
the 
amateur shoplifter is petty, the 
bureau's study shows, usually 
between S3 and $5 in value 
(though this average has tre­ 
bled in the past live years.) The 
amateurs 
are 
so 
numerous, 
however, that they cost many 
stores as much as the fewer 
but more selective profession­ 
als.

As for employe thievery, one 
bonding company has disclosed 
that thefts of goods and cash 
by dishonest employes cost its 
client firms five times as much 
as losses from burglaries and 
holdups. 


During a six-month period 
iji 1965, there Were 462 bank 
holdups in the United States, 
netting about $2 million. In the 
same period, defalcations by 
bank employes totaled more 
than three times as much — 
$6.5 million.

Needy circumstances are found 
in only one out of 50 embezzle­ 
ment cases, and kleptomaniacs 
represent less than one per 
cent of shoplifting case?.

What is causinf this rise in 
amateur larceny? It seems to be 
a combination of more opportu­ 
nities, the reluctance of mer­ 
chants and employers to pro­ 
secute. easy penalties, a spread­ 
ing popular attitude that *‘it's 
O.K. if you get away with it” 
and the inability to resist the 
chance to get something for 
nothing.

Despite Picl(ets

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 
boycotts and picketing, the gov­ 
ernment and housewives are 
agreed on one thing; 
Food 
prices will climb h i^ e r in 1967. 


Housewives in Phoenix set off 
a nationwide protest movement 
last fall when they banded to­ 
gether in an attempt to force 
down food prices. They even 
baked their own bread. 


In Denver, the Housewives for 
Lower Pood Prices boycotted 
major chain supermarkets, then 
called off pickets after prices 
fell. 


In Dallas, tiiey formed a 
Women on the Warpath com­ 
mittee and soon all across the 
country there were housewives 


againi t rising prices and mad 
mothers and fighting fathers 
boycotting food aloras. 


**Tht housewUa is wrong,** 
said the president of Campbell 
Soup Co., W. B. Murphy. **nie 
food store is a handy goat for 
the housewife. Hie guilty party 
is the economy, with its rising 
cost pressures.'* 


In February, wholesale food 
prices w«-e 14.9 per cent higher 
than the iMrevmus year. In De­ 
cember Uiey were 4 per cent 
lower than in the holiday season 
of 1965, when meat prices were 
beginning to soar. 


The Agriculture Department 
maintains food bills will be up 
agaki in 19^, but not as much 
as the 6 per cant increase for 
1966. 


Beef, pork and veal prices are 
expected to begin rising again 
next spring. 


Tbit cost of processing, trans­ 
porting and marketing food is 
expected to go up. too, pushed by 
wage increases.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
Democratic party, according to 
the Gallup Poll, has less appeal 
for voters now than at any time 
in 26 years. 


The poll organization also has 
reported that the Republicans 
are still so greatly in the minor­ 
ity that to win a presidential 
election a Republican candidate 
wx>uld have to win a sizable ma­ 
jority of independent voters and 
some Democratic vote in addi­ 
tion to holding all his own par- 
j ty*s votes. 


Since the elections last Nov. 8. 
the poll said, the percentage of 
voters calling ttiemselves Dem­ 
ocrats has fallen to 44 per cent 
; — down nine points from the 
j high of 1964 and within two 
points of the low mark of 42 per 
! cent in 1940. 


Voters calling themselves Re- 
: publicans were listed as 29 per 
> cent, with independents making 
up the remaining 27 per cent of 
! the electorate.

vegetables accenting the colors 
of the season may be arranged 
on leaves, directly on the table, 
or on a mat or tray. Various 
things can be found in most 
households which would 
be 
suitable for flowers or fruit 
and vegetable arrangements. 
Lazy 
susans, 
pedestal 
cake 
plates, soup tureens, punch 
bowls, baskets, or souffle dishes 
are likely candidates, as is any 
long rectangular container. 


A grouping of small potted 
plants, or large fat blossoms 
floating in a shallow bowl 
makes an attractive arrange­ 
ment. If you have tender feel­ 
ings for an old wooden toy or 
seashell collection, a candied 
gingerbread house, or your fa­ 
vorite piece of driftwood, by all 
means, us« it in your center­ 
piece. 


The size of the centerpiece 
will be geared to the size of 
your table, as will the space 
alloted for each place setting. 
If you have enough room at 
the table, plates may be 30 
inches apiurt — from center to 
center — otherwise 24; cer­ 
tainly never less than 20 inches, 
or your guests will really be 
rubbing elbows together! 


Napkin Bings 


According 
to 
silversmiths 
napkin rings were once used as 
an economy measure. 
Each 
member of the family was 
given a ring so that the nap­ 
kin could be placed in it after 
a meal, and ^ ready for fur­ 
ther use at subsequent meals. 


Since napkin rings are now 
being used as decorative table 
appointments, and not merely 
to save family laundry, their 
use will save valuable inches 
and keep the table from look­ 
ing 
crowded. 
Napkins 
are 
i placed to the left of the forks 
if the first course is in place. 
If not, the napkin may be 
I placed on the place plate. Sii- 
I verware is placed ^ inch to one 
I inch above the edge of the 
I table and should not be ob- 
' scured by the plate. All place 
settings should line up at the 
base and be equidistant from 
one another. 


Forks, of course, are placed 
to the left of the plate. The 
one to be used first is the 
farthest to the left. In these 
days of simplified menus and 
service, there are usually only 
two forks . . . meat and salad. 
There should never be more 
than three forks to the left of 
the plate. If a seafood fork is 
needed, it may go to the left 
of one or two forks, otherwise 
to the right of spoons. 


Knives, which are placed to 
the right of the plate, should 
have the cutting edge facing 
the plate. Those needed first 
should be farthest right. 


Spoons for fruit or soup are 
placed to the right of the 


knives. 
Experts advise that 
spoons for coffee or tea are not 
put on the table, but on the 
saucer at serving time, to the 
right of each cup handle. 


Dessert spoon and fork, or 
dessert spoon alone, may go 
above the place plate, lying 
parallel to the edge of the table, 
or may be brought in on the 
dessert plate, when it is ser­ 
ved. 


Bread and butter iH«tes, if 
used, are placed above the 
forks. The butter knife 
is 
usually placed at the top of 
the plate pointing left. It lies 
parallel to the table edge, cut­ 
ting side towards the table 
edge. 


Water goblets belong above 
the tip of the first knife, wine 
glass to the right. If more than 
one wine is served, the glasses 
are placed in order of their 
use, to the right. Water and 
wine glasses needn’t be of 
matching sets, but all glasses 
for a particular beverage should 
match.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States, spurred partly by 
a related Soviet action, has 
agreed to send hungry India 900,* 
000 tons of wiieat and sorghum 
for the winter. 


A U.S. official caUed the allo­ 
cation “interim" and said the 
administration 
would 
consult 
with 
Congress 
ab(Mit future 
grain shipments. 


Hie Soviet Union announced 
Thursday prior to the U.S. 
agreement, that it would donate 
200.000 tons of wheat immedi­ 
ately to drou^t-stricken areas 
of India. 


One official said the United 
States had been waiting for oth­ 
er countries, including the So­ 
viet Union, to join the hunger 
fight. He said the Soviet an­ 
nouncement quickened the U.S. 
deciskm. 


The grain, coupled with other 
supplies assured from Canada 
and Australia, “should prevent 
any starvation” into March, 
aakl the official. It assures India 
of one million tons of imported 
grain in both January and Fel>- 
ruary.

“Knights of St. Nicholas” be­ 
came a popular euphemism for 
swindlers in France. 


Anonymous GIfta 


The original Santa Claus was 
apparenty an affluent bishop of 
the 4th century who liked to 
distribute anonymous gifts, the 
Naional 
Geographic 
Society 
says 


According to tradition, Nich­ 
olas was l>orn in Patara, south­ 
ern Turkey, of Greek parents 
noted for their wealth, gener­ 
osity, 
and 
Christian 
piety. 
Young 
Nicholas 
joined 
the 
church and rose 
to become 
bishop of the busy port of My­ 
ra. Historians belive that he 
went on pilgrimage to Jeru­ 
salem, was imprisoned by Em­ 
peror Diocletian for his faith, 
and later freed by the Christian 
Emperor Constantine. Nicholas 
died in Myra in Dec. 6, 342. 


Nicholas grew popular after 
his death and eventually was 
samted, due largely to stories 
about his miraculous powers 
and penchant for gift-giving.

Nicholas secretly threw bags of 
gold into a house to provide

Stories of other good deeds 
endeared the saint to sailors 
and children. While en route to 
the Holy Land, Nicholas calmed 
the sea to save a drowning sail­ 
or, thus becoming a favorite 
saint of seamen. 


Popular Saint 


The legends of Saint Nicho­ 
las became well known in Eur­ 
ope when some of his relics 
were stolen by pirates from a 
Turkish church and taken to 
Bari, Italy, where a church was 
built for him in 1087. 


Good St. Nick was so well 
liked he became 
the patron 
saint of Russia, Belgium, Ger­ 
many, France, and Greece. Eng­ 
land dedicated 400 churches in 
his honor. Nicholas not only 
became a popular Christian 
Civen name; it is the source of 
many familiar surnames such 
as Nicholson, 
Nixon, Collins, 
and Cole. 


The saint was particularly 
beloved in Holland. The Dutch 
began celebrating the anniver* 
sary of his death on Dec. 6 by 
exchanging gifts. 


When early Dutch settlers 
landed in New Amsterdam, 
they named their first churdi 
in the New World in his honor. 
Eveiktuslly, Saint Nicholas was 
pronounced Santa Claus, and 
his gift-giving tradition be­ 
came an integral part o< the 
American Christmas.

But too often the fun and 
excitement are marred by the 
tragedy of accidents caused by 
unsafe toys. From the anxious 
moment of a cut finger to fa­ 
talities, the hazards of unsuit­ 
able toys take their holiday tolL 


White no parent, grandpar­ 
ent, friend or relative who plays 
Santa Claus for a pre-school 
child would knowingly give a 
to>’ not safe for play in the be- 
fore-kindergarten world, they 
can be misled by the appeals of 
novelty, price, “cuteness,’* or 
color. 


Making Christmas toys safe | 
for pre-schoolers is a year- 
round job for toy researchers, 
who recommends the following 
guidelines for a safe, happy 
holiday for youngsters: 


— Be sure all paint used on 
toys for children is non-toxic. 
Because 
youngsters 
**taste** 
everything, this is particularly 
important. 


^ Check the material of 
which a plajrtool is made. The 
toy which breaks easily and 
unexpectedly into jagged or 
small pieces is a hazard for 
pre-schoolers at any time and 
particularly when the child 
plays without adult supervi-

~ Toys with small parts 
easily removed by eager little 
fingers — buttons, eyes of stuf­ 
fed animals, small baads, or 
wires — are not for the young- i 
er pre-school set.

— Sharp edges or comers,; 
protruding nails, splinters in 
wood are safety hazards which 
can be avoMed by checking the 
toy thoroughly before buying. 
Edges and corners should be 
smooth and rounded, and con* i 
struction should stand up un-1 
der the rugged play of the pre­ 
schooler. 


— Electric toys are not 
recommended for younger pre­ 
school children and, in addition, 
they tend to stifle the creative 
and imaginative chaUengaa of 
«'learning while playing.** 


— From the toddler stage, i 
children should be taught to put I 
their toys away. Providing a 
special place ~ toy box, sholvea 
or cupboard — encourages ha­ 
bits of neatness and safety. 
Toys abandoned in hallways, 
on stairways, or other heavily- 
trafficked areas can cause seri­ 
ous accidents. If there ara older 
children in the family, such 
toys and games as archery sets, 
dart boards, or chemistry aeta 
can be hazardous to the 
schooler If they are not proper­ 
ly stored. 


Christmas is a happy time, 
particularly when the enthusi­ 
asm and delight of the season 
are shared with 
youngsters. 
Giving special attention to toy 
safety can help assure the hap­ 
piest of holidays.

round pancake*type bread and cube« of lamb is served in a cave which has been used aa 
a shelter by shepherds down the ages. Flocks of sheep still graze on the grassy slopes of 
Shepherds* Fields.

Children of today gel a lot more for Christmas 
than their parents did because thei*e’s more Christmas 
boodle to pass around, but it’s doubtful if most parents 
think that cliildren today have a greater thrill at Christ­ 
mas than they did. 


This is tlie way of the world, each generation liv­ 
ing its delight in its own time slot and looking back­ 
ward to quaint customs and ahead to \vonder. 


There is a little flurrx of concern every year that 
Christmas is being “commercialized” and departing the 
significance of its origin as a religious feast day, but 
this is more apt to l>e an inevitable evolutionary change 
than a departure from faith. The idealism of our Amer­ 
ican young people of today is probably unsurpassed in 
history.

A '»tudy shows that Michi­ 
gan has about 40 Christmas 
tree fires each year and the 
nation around 1,000. 


Pfister says there are things 


ttiat can be done to lessen these | 
fire hazards which exist with | 
the Christmas tree in the home. 


One is to be sure you have a 
safe tree. A safe tree is one 
which has not dried out. In 
purchasing the tree, cut off a 
small sprig and take it far 
enough away to eliminate any 
fire hazard and try to light it 
with a match or cigarette light­ 
er. If it flames up, look for 
a "fresher” tree. 


Once the tree is purchased 
and brought home, cut a thin 
slab off the bottom to give the 
tree a new surface from which 
to absorb water. Always put 
the tree in a holder with water 
or in a pail with wet sand. 
Ketip plenty of water in the 
container 
for 
the 
tree 
to 
“diink.” 


Pfister suggests locating the 
tree in a cool spot, Uke in a 
corner near a window. Be sure 
it does not block any exits in 
case of a fii'e.

The red li^ts on the Macki* 
nac Bridge arc up gracefully to 
the towers and down between 
them on the great cables that 
carry the suspension span. 


It is a sight to brighten holi­ 
day travel for thousands of mo­ 
torists crossing between the 
Michigans. The bridge is h >cc* 
tacular in any season or hour, 
but there’s a ^ ^ ia l charm 
about graceful Big Mac in his 
Christmas lighting and certain­ 
ly his towers, standing more 
than 500 feet over the Straits 
of Mackinac, are the greatest 
**Christmas trees’* in Michigan. 


Beside the bridge approach 
on the Mackinaw City end is

Con Be Deodly 


winter, hundreds of 
homeownars suffer fatal or dis- 
sbling heart attacka while clear­ 
ing snow from drivaa and 
walks. You may avoid a heart 
attack by remembering a few 
simple rules each time you get 
out the snow shovel. 


Heart authorities say you 
should work only a few min­ 
utes at a time, then rest awhile 
Use a small shovel with a sharp 
edge. Dont wear overbulky 
clothes that reetrict movement 
and tax your strength. Do your 
work before eating, or wait an 
hour after eating. Above all, 
use common senee — eepecially 
if you are over foriy. 


There’s no easy way to get 
rid of 
heavy snow — unless 
you have a snowplow or can 
get a youngster to do the job 
for you. But there is a short­ 
cut for removing ice and hard 
packed snow. Instead of chip­ 
ping the stubborn stuff away 
with a shovel. siHrinkle on a 
little salt. This chemical turns 
snow anl ice to sluth, which 
is easy to blade off. 


Calcium chl(H4de is widely 
used to melt ice on streats and 
highways. Hm chemical is a- 
vsilsble from most hardware 
and building supply stores and 
comes In 85, fio, snd 100 lb. 
bags. 


Remember, don’t tackle tha 
job of shoveling snow with the 
vigor of a teenager unless you 
are a teenager. A shovel full of 
fluffy snow weighs about four 
pounds. Shoveling ten loads per 
minute is equivalent to walking 
up threee flights of stairs in 
the same time. Wet enow is 
hesvier and nuüces tha same 
work equivalent to climbing to 
the seventh floor in one minute.

years younger. 
Don’t believe it. If you must 
fhovel snow, take it easy. If you 
esn. hand the shovel to a teen­ 
ager and get your exercise 
some other way.

Richard Steiff 
first 
sketched 
bear cubs in the Stutigart, Ger* 
many, zoo in 1902, millions of 
cuddlesome "Teddy Bears’* have 
delighted youngsters at Christ­ 
mas. Despite competition from 
a variety of make-believe ani­ 
mals, Teddy goes 
right 
on 
charming his way into the hearts 
of children. 


Teddy Beer, famous in his 
own right, takes his name from 
a famous person — President 
Theodwe (‘Teddy”) Roosevelt. 


llie name came out of a hunt­ 
ing expedition in 1902, no bears 
had been sighted for several 
days. 


Then the guide chased a 
little bear cub out of the brush 
and cleared the w«y fur the 
President to get off his shot. 
President Roosevelt refu.sed and 
shooed the little bruin back to 
his mothM*. 


The incklent was immortal 


iaed by the Washington Post's 
political cartoonist, Clifford Ber­ 
ryman. He then included the 
little bear cub in every cartoon 
he did about tiie President, and 
eventually duristened it 'Ted­ 
dy's Bear.’* 


At a White House reception 
in 1907, a number of the bears 
designed by Richard Steiff »nd 
made by the Steiff Toy Co., 
were supplied for use as table 
decorations.

Spruce Improved 
As Xmas Tree 
Michigan Christmas tree grow- 
trt lead the nation, producing 
10 per cent of all the plantation 
grown trees sold in the United 
States. Scotch pines are the 
most popular trees sold, but 
there is a lot to be said for the 
•pruce. 


Michigan 
State 
University 
forestry researcher, Jonathan 
W. Wright, explains that spruce 
are sometimes looked 
upon 
with disfavor because they have 
a habit of loosing their needles 
shortly after they’re put into 
a house. But, he says the pro­ 
blem can be kept to a minimum 
by buying a freshly cut tree, 
making a new cut at the base 
of the tree and keeping it in 
water. 


**Spruct are almost perfectly 
cone shaped but have enough 
‘Slight irregularities* to make 
them very attractive,’* com- 
tnted Wright. 


“The white spruce is the most 
commonly used as a Christmas 
trees and has good needle re> 
tention. If you have one of 
these in your Uving room, It 
may well have started as a 
seed in eastern Ontario, since 
that is the source of the fast­ 
est growing variety of the 
•peciei. 


**A 
nurseryman 
probably 
•owed this seed in a very care­ 
fully prepared seedbed and 
grew the seedlings for three to 
four years Then, one of Michi­ 
gan’s many Christmas trees 
growers planted the young tree 


and grew it for six to eight 
more years. 


“Chances are that this grower 
used some of the latest chemi* 
cals for weed control, other- 
Mrise, the trees might still be 
only one or two feet tall. 


“Chances are also that he 
sheared the tree a little to pro­ 
duce a full, nicely shaped tree 
which has branches every place 
it should have,” added Wright. 
“Wild trees that do not receive 
this care are all to often *leggy*. 
That’s why you will likely get 
a nicer looking tree by buying 
it from a retail lot than by try­ 
ing to harvest one produced 
only by Mother Nature.'* 


Currently, Wright is conduct­ 
ing genetic experiments aimed 
at producing faster growing and 
greener varieties. 


In years past, some growers 
found that the color of the 
spruce was not attractive for 
commercial sale. Another MSU 
forestry researcher, Donald P. 
White, found that the applica­ 
tion of fertilizer at the proper 
time of the year improved the 
color by making yellow needles 
green. 


The Norway spruce ia also 
among the most popular now 
being produced in Michigan. It 
originated from Norway (of 
course) and from other parts 
of northern Europe. The best 
seed comes from the mountains 
of Germany and Poland. It is 
dark green in contrast to the 
blue green or white spruce.
